WEEKLY LETTER 

pruning AND 

STAKING TOMATOES 

During* the past 16 years tom¬ 
atoes, pruned and unprunnl, 
have l>een grown.* side hy sid * 
at the Lethbridge Experimental 
Station, and it has been shown 
that the pruned plants produce 
much earlier and a greater 
quantity of ripe fruit than fhe 
unpruned plants. In seasons 
characterized by periods of pro¬ 
longed high summer tempera! 
ures, the yield of ripe fruit is 
much greater than in cool seas¬ 
ons, but regardless of the seas¬ 
on a certain amount of ripe 
fruit is always harvested from 
pruned plants. 

Despite the fact that pruning 
induces •arlier fruit maturity 
in tomatoes, the inherited earl¬ 
iness factor is not disregarded 
in the different varieties at this 
Station. New and promising 
varieties are being tested con¬ 
tinually and preference is given 
to thos e most outstanding in 
earliness. It is interesting to 
note, however, that the very 
earliest sorts do not lend them 
selves to pruning and staking. 
These are generally referred 
to as the self-pruning kinds; 
The Bison, Polar Circle and the 
Farthest North are st l iking ex¬ 
amples. 

At this Station pruning and 
training the tomato plane for 
early fruiting often begins in 
the forcing house before it is 
transplanted to the field. The 
seedling is repotted twice, from 
a two to four and finally six- 
inch pot before it is transferee! 
to the field. This promotes 
rapid root growth and top dev¬ 
elopment which in turn causes 
the side shoots to grow early. 
Th e s *d e shoots are cut out as 
they form and only the top 
shoot is permitted to continue. 

It is surprising to note how 
few home gadeners fully under 
stand the proper method of 
staking and pruning tomato 
plants. At this Station three 
strands of No. 9 baling wire are 
strung along the tomato lows 
soon after they have been i e1 
in the field. A stake may be 
used for each plant but it is 
important that it Ik* put in 
place before the plant is set. 
Binder twine is used to tie tin? 
plant s but care is taken to keep 
the loop around the stein loo.-v 
to prevent girdling. As the 
plants grow, the small side 
shoots appear in the axis of 11 1 * 
leaves and it is these shoots 
ar.d not the leaves ol the plant 
that are removed. Quite 
frequently the home gardener 
remove 8 the leaves in the pi mi 
ing process. It is important 
that the leaves be left on since 
they play an essential part • 
the production of lruit and 
also provide protection against 
the blistering sun. 

After the tomato plant ro¬ 
aches a height of. 3 1-2 to 1 lcet, 
feet, the top or leader shoot is 
removed. At this stage the 
plant should have at least 1 or 
5 trusses of fruit. A truss is the 
cluster of flowers and fruit 
found on the main stem ol tho 
tomato plant. 

One ol the disadvantage , of 
pruning and staking tomatoes 
is that by eliminating the side 
shoots the shade affording elem¬ 
ent is reduced. Unshaded tomato 
fruits are often somewhat 
rough and cracked. This fault 
however, is easily forgiven in 
view of the promise of an eai ly 


season tomato—in othei words 
more ripe fruit.

So the government has installed 
a searchlight on the root ot t ic 
main building and its beam will 
sweep the ground right down to 
the river bank.

In what is described : its 
most successful gathering since 
the party was organized, the C. 
C. F. held its national convention 
here during the week, delegates 
being present from all over Can 
ada. 

Some significant and import¬ 
ant actions were taken and some 
clear-cut constructive—even tho 
revolutionary in a degree—re¬ 
solutions were adopted. Per¬

That is true of all reforms, com¬ 
mentators were saying and one 
prominent citizen, not a C.C.F. 
supporter, said, “What we need 
is leaders with their heads a- 
bovc* petty politics and their feet 
firmly planted on solid fact and 
practical progress.” 

A new platform for the part\ 
was adopted with the main 
plank th e socialization of essen¬ 
tial industries and services. The 
provincial platform clealg with 
education, the civil service, pub 
lie health, defence of democracy, 
co-operat ives, taxation and 
debts. 

Unlike the declarations much 
by Premier Aberhart before he 
gained power at the polls, the 
C.C.F. recognized clearly and 
honestly the fact that the pow¬ 
ers of the province are limited 
but that there is a large enough 
field where action may l>a taken 
within the constitution to help 
forward the establishment of a 
co-operative commonwealth in 
the Dominion.
